Whether they cot* 
vive or whether they are accounted 
as nought is the grave question With 
which the British people are faced.” 
B. G! Horniman gives this warning 
to his countrymen in a new book, 
“Amritsar and Our Duty to India.” 
Horniman backs up his main sub- 
cct, the Amritsar massacre, in which 
General Dyer ordered his troops to 
fife into a packed mass of unarmed 
natives, with a history of the causes 
of unrest ht India. 
'If the British people believe that 
their own interests and 
safety are 
inseparable from the Indian connec­ 
tion,” he concludes, “let them realise 
that the only assurance of that con­ 
nection lies in full recognition 
of 
India's right to responsible self-gov- 
irnment now, 
and without 
equhrfl» | 
at ion; for nothing is more certain 
han that the road to infinite trouble 
n India and ultimate separation lie» 
dong the tedious way of half-heatted 
eforms and the claim to determine 
for India from time to time what she 
is entitled to determine for herself 
—the 
sort 
of 
government 
under 
which she is to live.” 
The recently passed bill providing 
for reforms in the Indian Govern­ 
ment 
makes 
no essential changes, 
Horniman charges, and he refers to 
it “as sometimes humorously railed 
Mr. Montagu’s Home Rule A ct” 
The writer opens with an analysis 
of India’s sacrifices and sufferings 
during the war. The war, he writes, 
jrought almost unbearable hardship* 
x> the people of India, whose eco­ 
nomic condition is always deptombi* 
“The Government did nothing ( to 
ighten 
the 
burden,” 
he writes 
Th*y aggravated it in many ways.” 
Foodstuffs were shipped to the 
fronts, prices 
jumped, 
profiteering 
was rampant, control started late and 
was inefficient, and yet the 
people

wavered 
in the loyalty of 
their attitude 
toward 
the 
Alliea’ 
cause.” 
“They believed 
that the war was 
being waged for the freedom of all, 
and the reiterated declarations of one 
British statesman after another, and 
the 
expressed 
ideals 
with 
which 
President Wilson came into the war, 
encouraged them in the high hope 
that their freedom as a full partner 
in the Empire must inevitably'follow 
the winning off freedom for others by 
the help of their sacrifices.”
